Unfortunite weather scems,, .to 
have been ekperlenced on every oc- 
cuslon, including that of the celebra- 
tion of the Dinmond Jubilee of Queen 
Victorin’s relgn. 

The Diamond Jubilee. was celc- 
brated on June 22, 1807, The. Tele- 
graph file of that date shows that it 
had been raining-for many days pre- 
vious, und the carly morning. Army 
Review had to be postponed until the 
afternoon of Jubilee ‘Day. 

Jubilee Day celebrations were, 
however, on a lavish scale, There 
wasn Royal Salute of 60 guns—one 
for each year of the Relgn—at noon, 
followed by a meeting of the Execu- 
tive. nnd Legislative Councils at 
12.30 p.m. The Colony seemed to 
be more lavish in those days with

The Proclamation of King George VE at St. James's Palace. 


I ‘MEET you to-day in circumstances 
which are without parallel in the 
history of our country. ; 


“Now that the duties of sovercignty 
have fallen to me | declare to you my ad- 
herence to the strict principles of constitu- 

- tional government, and my resolve to work 
before all else tor the welfare of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations. 


“With my wife as helpmeet by my side, 
4 take up the heavy task which ties before me. » 
In it | look for tha support of all my peoples.” 


These words, spoken firmly and cleasly 
by King George Vi in the Throne Room of 
St. James's Palace on December 12, 1936. 
were significant of the start of a new reign. 

The King’s audience consisted of about 
300 members of the Pivy Council, with the 
Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Sheriffs of Lon- 
don, and the High Commissioners of India 
and the Dominions. 


HE constitutional difficulty ' which

HI Ceremony performed at 

the Coronation of a.British 
king is probably the fullest and 
most detailed Coronation Service 
in .the. world. Parts of it, 
notably the use of the anthem 
“Zadok the Priest,” date back 
to the time of Egbert, Arch- 
bishop of York in the middle of 
the eighth century. In general 
the service follows the form 


introduced in 1307, substituting - 


English for Latin and the Com. 
munion Service for the Mass, 
In the old days’ the ceremony 
began the .day before — the 
Coronation with a procession 
from the Tower of London to 
Westminster, and — concluded 
with a-banquet in Westminster 
Hall. Both of these have now 
been given up. The Coronation

O. A. G's SPEECH 


After the Hon. Mr. R. A.-D, 
Forrest, (Secretary for Chinese 
Affairs) had taken the Oath of Alle- 
grahce, and assumed his seat as a 
member of the Council, His Ex- 
cellency, “addressing the Council, 
said: 

Genflemen,—It 1s my very honour- 
able privilege to-day to move the 
YXesojution which stands in my name. 
It is precisely five months aso to- 
day that a.resolution was passed In 
this Chamber of loyal devotion and 
affectionate homage to His Majesly 
King George VI on the occasion of 
His Accession; and I suppose that to 
ome superficial observers of the 
events which led up to that Acces- 
sion it may almost have scemed that 
the British natlon was at that tlme 
chiefly ‘concerned in perpetuating 
the Monarchy os a political Institu- 
tion. 

- I venture to express the opinion 
that the mature judgment of future 
historians will reach a | wholly 
different conclusion, and will decide 
that the remarkable sequence of 
events that we have witnessed in the 
brief two years between the Silver 
Jubilee celebrations of His lat 
Majesty King George V and to-day's 
Coronation have made {it abundantly 
menifest that the British Common- 
wealth {fg not composed of theore- 
tioal. units bearing a_ theoretical 
allegiance to a theoretical Monarchy, 
but Is composed rather of - human 
individuals having In their hearts a 
very personal love and devoton for 
Him whom we are accustomed to 
describe, in the formal language with 
which as a Natlon we traditionally 
conceal our deepest sentiments, 
the King’s Most Excelicnt Majesty.

- Shaip Clashes in” 
Dublin Streets 


Demonstra tions 
Against. England 


Dublin, May 12, 

Shots were fired over the heads of 
Q, crowd here Inst night when police 
sought to stem an effort to form a 
republican parade, in protest “against 
the Coronation of an English King aos 
King of Ireland, and a demand for the 
immediate restoration of the Irish 
Republic.” 

The parade was to have terminated 
in a blg meoting on College Green, but 
the Minister of Jusitite. banned . the 
demonstration and ‘large’ ‘forces of 
police were drafted into the centre of 
the cily by night as a precautionary 
measure. Guards were. stationed In 
the’ vicinity of Parllament House, 
where the ‘Dail is sitting.

HE Ceremony performed, at 
the Coronation of a British 
king is probably the fullest and 
most detailed Coronation Service 
in the world. Parts of it, 
notably the .use of the anthem 
“Zadok the Priest,” date. dack 
to the time of Egbert, Arch- 
bishop of York in the middle of 
the cighth century. In general 
the service follows the form 
introduced in 1307, substituting 
English for Latin and the Com- 
munion Service for the’ Mass. 
In the old days the ceremony 
began the day before the 
Coronation with ‘a. procession 
from the Tower of London to 
Westminster, and concluded 
with a banquet in Westminster 
Hall. Both of these have now . 
been given up. The-Coronntion 
Ceremony for cach successive 
oceasion closely follows former 
precedent, and the following is 
substantially the Ceremony at 
the crowning of George V and 
Queen Mary. Thrt of George 
VI may differ in certain details.

WEATHER HAS BEEN 
"UNKIND 


A LTHOUGH Hongkong 
has been a Colony of the 
British Empire for almost a 
century, it has celebrated the 
Coronation .of only two 
British Rulers. : 

Queen Victoria came to, the’ 
throne four years before Hong- 
kong beeame « part of the Em- 
pire, and, until to-day; only two 
tulers have since been crowned, 

Unfortunate * weather seems | to 
have been experienced on every oc- 
casion, including that of the celebra- 
tion of the Diamond Jubilee of Queen 
Victoria’s reign. 2 ‘ 

The Dinmond Jubilee was cele- 
brated on June 22, 1807. The Tele- 
graph file of that date shows that it 
had been ralning for many days pre- 
vious, and the early “morning Army 
Review had’ to be postponed until the 
afternoon of Jubilce Day. 

Jubilee Day «celebrations were, 
however, on'a lavish scile, There 
was a Royal Salute of 60 guns—one 
for each year of the Reign—at noon, 
followed by a meeting ‘of the Execu- 
tive and. Legislative Councils at 
12.30 pm. ‘The Celony seemed to 
be more lavish in those’ days with 
its Addresses—a full page of the 
newspuper is-taken up with verbatim 
reports of those from the Masonic 
community, the Chinese community, 
St. Andrew's Society and other or- 
ganisations. : 

The newspapers make much of the 
fact that electric lights were used to 
Hluminnte Queen Victoria's Statue, 
and jtive great credit to those who 
installed them. The praya also had 
n row of electric lights—the first 
time, apparently, a street of the 
Colony was illyminated by electrici- 
ty. Ships were still illuminated by 
kerosene Janterns, and the hundreds 
of lanterns slung from stem to stern 
of vessels in the harbour evoked 
great admiration. wa 


PERMANENT MEMORIALS 


. Hongkong celebrated the Jubilee 
with several memorials of a per- 
manent nature. Chief was the turn- 
ing of the first sod of. a road around 
the Island. Somewhere along Vic- 
torla Road, us the island road was 
called, lies ‘n foundation stone’ com- 
memorating the event. The founda- 
tlon stone of Victoria Hospital was 
also jald.

EDWARD VII TYPHOON 


- The first Coronation celebrated in 
Hongkong occurred. over 60 years 
after the founding of the Colony, 
when King Edward VII was Crowned 
in Westminster Abbey on August 9, 
——Even-~- worse — weather~~was—- ex- 
perienced in Hongkong on this .occa- 
sion. For four days previously a 
typhoon had been hovering about the 
Colony, and the celebrations, already 
curtailed because of the recent ill- 
ness of the King, were further, cut 
short by vile weather. :
